Ollonel Bofe is arrivd here from 
Cracow, and has brought Orders 
for the March of our Horfe, who 
however cannot put themfelves 
in Motion tili the End of this Month. This 
Gentleman reports, that the King of Poland 
will continue with his Court at Cracow 
till the Coflacks have joyn’d the Mufcovites. 
The Czar is faid to be gone to the Pro- 
vince of Smolenski, there to wait for the 
Coflacks ; becaufe the Swedes are Matters 
of great Part of Lithuania, and of Wilna 
the Capital of thac Dutchy.. We have an 
Account from Upper Poland, that 5 Battalli- 
ons which were taken Prifoners by the 
Swedes in the Battle of Frawiftad, and which 
were made up chiefly of French and Bava- 
rians, have taken Service under General 
Reinfchild, and that the reft of the Foot 
that were taken Prifoners in that Battle are 
fent to Pomerania. The Generals Wutftro- 
mirsky and Lutzelbourg, who were taken 
Prifoners in the faid Battle, are come hi- 
ther on their Paroles, and fay they cannot 
fufficiently commend General Reinfchild’s 
honourable and kind Ufage of them and 
other Officers of ours that were his Prifo- 
ners. “Tis & Queftion whether our Infantry 
will be re-eftablifh’'d by new Levies in this 
Electorate, or by hiring Forreigners; either 
of which Methods have their Difficulties. 
The Swedifh General Reinfchild, is encamp’d 
with the Body of Forces he commands near 
Pofen. The Polifh General Brand, a famous 
Party Leader, who has had great Succefs in 
feveral Skirmifhes for King Auguftus, is ex- 
pected at Cracow. The King of Sweden 
Continues encamp’d between Grodno and 
Wilna. The Mufcovites encamp'd at Grod- 
No, are in no want of Provifions or For-

Fort-Louis. But we are in hopes that De- 
fign will be fruftrated, becaufe our Generals 
have taken proper Precautions, and are 
preparing to form an Army to be ready 2s 
foon as the Enemy’s. Befides, we flatter 
our felves Fort-Louis will furrender before 
the Campaign is open’d, becaufe ’tis very 
clofely block’d up, and if Deferters fay true 
is in want of Provifions. Some Peafants 
that were taken attempting to’convey Pro- 
vifions into the faid Place, have been 
hang’d.
